The  closest  watch  la  kept  on  the 
general  health  In  all  parte  which 
are  likely  to  cause  alarm  from  the 
likelihood  of  an  outbreak  in  this 
province  With  the  rapid  and  easy 
means  of  travel  between  the  various 
parts  of  the  Pacific  Coa.st  at  the 
present  time  it  is  always  necejwary 
now  to  watch  the  situation  from  a 
health  standpoint  in  the  difTerent 
parte,  so  that  there  may  be  an 
avoidance  of  epMemle.

If  the.se  first  baby  teeth  are  not 
properly  cared  for.  the  j)ermanent 
teeth  are  liable  to  come  In  at  bad 
imkIcs  and  brini;  about  a  d«'formlty 
of  the  Jaws  which  will  be  hard  to 
rorrect.  The  first  twenty  baby  teeth 
should  be  brushed  dally,  or  wiped 
vith  a  otaeMe-doth  or  absorbent 
otton  whi^  taaa  been  moistened 
,ind  dipped  In  bicarbonate  of  soda. 
The  dentist  can.  however  by  the 
:«kllful  u.se  of  hl.s  instniment-s.  re- 
move premature  decay  and  make 
temporary  fUllngs  which  will  pre- 
serve the  first  teeth  long  enough 
for  the  child  to  receive  their  full 
use. 

The  chUd's  diet  dorfelg  the  first 
six  years  is  especially  important  In 
he  development  of  tlie  peinmnent 
teeth.  Pour  molars,  or  back  teeth 
appear  about  the  sixth  \eHi  and 
:hesr  are  often  neglected  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  parents  think  they  are 
only  temporary  teeth.

terior Committee  of  Direction.  De- 
cisions may  not  be  given  for  another 
month  or  so.  Meantlm*  i.  tuing 
has  hi4>pened  which  has  taken  away 
from  the  authority  af  the  commlt- 
taa.  Zf  It  has  evidence  of  any  in- 
fractions of  the  act  or  ol  Ite  regu- 
lations, actions  will  be  started 
agftnst  the  offenders  without  delay. 

It  should  be  noted  that  there  Is 
no  Question,  apparently,  in  the  mind 
of  the  two  Judges  of  the  Bupreme 
Court  who  have  heard  the  two  cases 
already,  as  to  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia  being  able  to  enact 
such  a  statute  as  the  Prodm  e 
Marketing  Act  or  to  control  the 
BMvament  of  fruit  and  produt  e 
wtthln  the  boundaries  of  the 
Province.

"8ec.  10:  A  committee  shall,  so  far 
as  the  legislaUve  power  of  the 
Province  extends,  have  power 
(8.8.  el  either  generally  or  In 

a  particular  case  to  order  that  any 
such  ptoduct  shall  not  be  marketed 
exoept  under  contract  of  purchase 
and  at  a  firm  price."
